Caligula, the "Crazy Fmperor 

W I 8 H ! " 
Bbuuted Cali- 
gula, In one 
of his maDl- 
ac ragea, "that the 
Roman people had 
but one aeek. eo 
that I might eever 
It at a elBgle 
blow!" 

The man who 
▼Diced this gentle C A L I G U (7a 
wish was the tUlrd emporor of Home, 
a probable lunatic who lllled hU short 
reign with lomlc opera abaurdttirs and 
with unapeakable horrora. His real 
name wa* Calua Ceaaar Auguatua eQr- 
manleua. Ula habit o( wearing "oali' 
gae," or oiUltarjr boota, leU the aol- 
diera amoag whom he apent hie boy- 
hood to nlek name htm "Callcula" 

JulluB Caea&r had made Rome ruler 
of tbe world. Hla nuphow, Augustus, 
bad beeD Its flrst emperor. Augustua 
waa aucceeded by TlberluB, a miser 
and tyrant After the murder of Tl- 
berlua in 37 A. O. young Caligula 
(great grandaon of Auguatua) became 
•mperor. He la geaerally believed to 
have cauaed TIberlua' death In order 
to clear his own way to the throne. 

The beginning of Collqula'a reign 
'Was all that could be dealred. He gave 
promise of being an Ideal emperor. He 
liKh'<'ni'ii the people'a burdena, forgave 
political enemies, set priionera free 
and governed the country ao wisely 
and morcUully that, when at laat he 
fell daageroualy Ul, an Rome went 
Into mourning 

Unluckily he recovered froip the 111- 
ne.ss. lUit he (111110 botk to health a 
wholly different man. The sickness 
la auppoaed to have crazed him. 

Ttutt it the kindest Judgment poasl- 
ble. The gentle, llb«ral emperor had 
changed Into a demon. Hla drat atep 
was to begin a wholeeale alaughter of 
hie former frienda When there were 
no crlmlnala to throw to the wild 
twasta in the arena he ordered dozena 
of innocent apectatora burled to the 
lioua. He had a set of torture Itnpl.^- 
menta placed In his dining hall so that 
he might enjoy wuichlug prisoners tor- 
tured to death while he ate. 

During a aingle year ho wasted all of 
TIberlua' earefully hoarded fortune- 
mere than lti.000.000— and then over- 
taxed the peo^e to gain new money 
for extravagancea. One of hla favor 
Ite methoda of getting wealth waa to 
force bis rich courtiers to gamble with 
him for enormous auma. They dared 
not win, for fear of death. When 
Caligula had wo)i all their <':i'«h and 
jewels and estates he made tbem stake 
their lives on a throw of the dice 
When they lost, their reiativee were 
obliged to ransom them at whatever 
amount Caligula might name. 

He professed to be a direct dc 
sccn.luiit of the gods, anil lie once at 
tempted to llglit i» duel witli the inytbi 
cal deity, Jujiller, by thiuwlng stones 
at the sky during a thunderstorm. One 
nobleman waa executed for being bet 
ter dreaaed than tbe emperot; another 
for being better looking. 

Caligula had f hone he loved. He 
kept It la an ivory atall and fed it on 
glided oata from a manger of marble 
and gold. In an outburst of Insanity 
he even bestowed on this horse the 
ran kof "high priest" and "concul." 

Seeking military glory, Caligula once 
hurried an army into Germany. Tir- 
ing of this campaign before a battle 
had been fought, he decided to invade 
firitala.'nBo he embarked hla troopa for 
that ialand. But acarcely were they 
aboard tbe ahipa when he ordered 
tbem all on land again. Then, draw- 
ing up bis army In Utie of battle on 
tbe beach, he commanded bis soldiers 
to All their helmets with shells and 
pebbles. They did so, and he returned 
to Rom.<, aunounclui: that he bad con- 
quered the ocean. He also dressed a 
number ot his Oaello aubjects in Oer- 
maa coetumea, then had them puhUo. 
I7 executed aa "priaonem ot war cap* 
tnred la Oermaay." 

The Imperial madman ruled the 
world hs might a violent maniac taken 
from an asylum and given life-and- 
deuth control of everything. But bio 
criiiira and follies were too great for 
even the calloua Romans. An oScer 
whom Calignla had groaaly inaulted 
formed a consplraoy agalnat him. 

On Jaauane 14, 41 A. D.— In the 
twenty-ninth year of hla age and the 
fourth year of hla vile reign— the eon- 
apiratora forced an entnuMe Into hla 
palace and slow him
